The full text and detail of the re­ 
cent order of 
Director 
General of 
Railways McAdoo advancing the pay 
of the 2,000 men employed at the lo­ 
cal shopa of the L. A N. railroad is 
eagerly awaited here. 
It will be ia- 
aued August I. 
There is no doubt, 
however, that the 
advance 
is 
the 
largest in the history of the shops, 
and that it wUl amount to an annual 
increase 
of 
at I gast 
$500,000 
in 
the local payroll. 
This figure may 
be exceeded. The raise is retroactive 
to January 1, 1918, and 
when 
the 
back pay checks arrive they will be 
of handsome proportions. 
Some of 
the men will receive as much a s «8300 
in back pay alone. 
The advance in wages provides the 
following minimum increases for the 
employes of the mechanical depart­ 
ments of all railroads under federal 
control: 
t-—Machinists, boilermakers, black­ 
smiths, sheet metal 
workers, 
first 
class electricians—68 cents per hour. 
2—Carmen and second c lass elect­ 
rical workers, 58 cents per hour. 
I —Helpers- 45 cents per hour. 
4— Foremen paid on hourly basis 
5 cents per hour more than respect­ 
ive crafts. 
5— Foreman paid on monthly basis 
increase over January 1» 1918—$40 
per month, minimum $55 and maxi­ 
mum $250. 
6—New rates are 
retroactive 
to 
January 1, 1918. 
7—Beginning August U, 1918, eight 
hour day with time and a half for 
overtime, 
on 
Sundays 
and 
seven 
specified holidays. 
The men who will receive 68 cents 
per hour are now receiving 55 cents. 
Prior to the recent wage I advance 
they received 50Mi cents per hour. 
The men who will receive 68 cents 
per hour are now being paid 39 cents 
per hour. 
The helpers who are to receive 45 
cents per hour are now 
receiving 
¿2% cents per hour. 
The wages paid the 
helpers in 
future will be nearly 
as large as 
those paid machinists prior to the 
first advance. 
In addition to the largely increased 
pay roll, the shops will be greatly 
benefitted in that the new wage scale 
will prove so attractive that many of 
the former employes who have left 
for Sheffield and other points will re­ 
turn.

(International News Service.) 
Washington, July 30.—Official explanation of the 
report sent via London from Copenhagen by the cor- 
. respondent of the Exchange Telegraph Company, as­ 
serting that “the relations between Turkey and Ger­ 
many have been severed” had not reached Washington 
today. 
Officials admitted their intense interest in this re­ 
port. 
They could not explain it, however.

Employing their best Prussian and Bavarian veterans, the 
Germans are making desperate efforts to stem the Franco-Ameri­ 
can advance on the new line to which the Teutons fell back on Sat­ 
urday and Sunday. 
Vicious fighting is raging over the 25-mile front from the sec­ 
tor of Buzancy, south of Soissons, to the sector of ViUe-En-Tarden- 
nois, on the eastern wing of thc^salient, where the Germans have 
the advantage of high ground. 
It is estimated that the Germans have 71 divisions, or 852,000 
men, massed south of the Aisae for t^ie defense of the Aisne-Vesle 
line. 
The German right wing now stands upon the plateau south of 
Soissons in the Cryse river sector, from which the front curves 
southward to the hills north of the Ourcq. Thence it bends to tho 
northeast to the hills flanking the Ardre. 
The French have progressed towards Aubilly, which is scarce­ 
ly a mile south of the Ardre river, and also on the center in the 
vicinity of Villers-Agron, as well as near Grand-Rozoy on the left 
wing. 
Northeast of Outchy-le-Chateau and east of Fere-En-Tarden- 
rois, where the Germans held strongly fortified positions, their 
counter assaults won them temporary success.

tion of A gricultural Engineers. 
During the 1912 campaign he was
